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BRINGING THE BLUES DOWNTOWN |

I often said that sports is a 
metaphor for life. If that's true, 
then the recent history of Cana- 
dian football is rich in lessons as 
we look to a united and prosper- 
ous country beyond Oct. 30 and 
the doomed Quebecreferendum. 

At the onset of the 1990s, 
though the Canadian Football 
League had some problems in 
the big cities, it had been largely 
stable for the past 40 years, los- 
ing only one franchise in notori- 
ously fickle Montreal. 

Nevertheless, perhaps with 
foresight, the poo-bahs decided 
to expand to the United States. 
Rather than taking it slowly and 
carefully, they signed deals with 
every two-bit huckster who came 
their way promising a franchis- 
ing fee. 

One of the first two American 
teams, in San Antonio, Texas, 
folded before its first down. The 
second, in Sacramento, Califor- 
nia, lasted two years before mov- 
ing to San Antonio. 

In the next wave, the Las Ve- 
gas franchise — announced to 
the world with the help of scant- 
ily clad showgirls — failed to 
survive even one season. The 
league stepped in when the own- 
er stopped paying the bills. After 
drawing 1,500 fans to one home 
game, the team played out the 
season on the road. It did not die 
unnoticed, however, and instead 
managed to cause an interna- 
tionalincident earlierin the year, 
when a singer hired for the pre- 
game national anthems produced 
a remarkably garbled version of 
"O! Canada.” 

One of the other second wave 
teams is the Shreveport (Louisi- 


Play ball! 


ana) Pirates, run by the Glieber- 
man family. The Gliebermans are 
notorious around the league for 
both their incredibly bad judg- 
ment in selecting coaches and 
football players, and their fail- 
ure to pay their bills when they 
were owners of the Ottawa fran- 
chise. During their first season, 
the Pirates were perhaps the worst 
team ever to play professional 
football in North America. They 
improved considerably this year, 
however, giving up only 60 
points in a recent encounter with 
the Eskimos. 


Raw outfit 


Undaunted, the league 
pushed farther and faster into 
the States. Another prospective 
franchise in Florida was abort- 
ed before birth. A new outfit 
did make it to the starting gate 
in Memphis, Tennessee. The 
charmingly named “Mad Dogs” 
play in front of paltry crowds 
in a stadium in which the field 
is so small that the scorer of a 
touchdown risks being 
squashed against a brick wall. 

The new Birmingham, Ala- 
bama team started well, with a 
crowd of 30,000. But by the 
time the fifth game rolled 
around, "real" high school and 
college football had begun, and 
they were down to 4,500 fans. 

Meanwhile, one of our own 
teams in Ottawa was rescued 
from Detroit's gormless Glieber- 
mans only to be handed over to 
Horn Chen, a shadowy Ameri- 
can businessman with a history 
of folding teams in mid-season. 
His right-hand man was recently 
ordered to step down because of 
outstanding charges. The team 


has won two of its first 15 games. 

Nearing the end of the third 
yearofthe American experiment, 
only Baltimore has average 
crowds larger than any of the 
eight Canadian teams, and it is 
the only American franchise not 


threatening to fold or move in 


the off-season. 
Mixed success 


An objective observer might 
conclude that the expansion 
south of the border has been a 
mixed success, at best. At the 


same time, most of the Canadian 
teams have done reasonably well. 
Perhaps it's time to let the worst 
of the American franchises die 
off, search carefully for one or 
two more Baltimores, and pre- 
serve the popularity of the game 
in Canada. 

Instead, the Canadian own- 
ers demand that their quota of 
Canadian players be abolished 
to make them more competitive 
with the Americans, although the 
league's best team, Calgary, is 
Canadian. They accede to Amer- 
ican pressureto move next year's 


Grey Cup back two weeks to the 
end of November, and they lis- 
ten politely while the desperate 
American franchises call for the 
appointment of an American 
league commissioner and the 
adoption American rules. 
Canadians must get over the 
idea that our products are neces- 
sarily inferior to those south of 
the border, that the Americans 
are smarter and more insightful 
than us, and that our only hope 
is to follow behind them like 
obedient puppies. The CFL saga 
shows that just isn't so. ® 
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Full steam ahead for socialism 


The New Democrats elect their 
new party leader Thursday, Oct. 
12. Vue writer Elizabeth Rains 
talked to the front-runner for 
the job, Svend Robinson, in an 
exclusive interview.

Tx night before I interviewed 
Svend Robinson, I was sitting 
in a strip bar with two men. One 
is a log home builder. His in- 
come is connected to the forest 
industry, which isunhappy with 
Robinson's defence of old growth 
forests. The other man is a hotel 
manager whose politics lean to- 
ward the Liberals. 

We talked about Robinson's 
outspokenness on environmen- 
talism and the right of terminal- 
ly ill people to a dignified death. 
Asablondeinasee-through dress 
pranced across the stage, the 
hotel manager mentioned Rob- 
inson is gay, and that this might 
turn off many voters. 

"Canadians don't really care 
as much about politicians’ sexu- 
ality as they do about their în- 


tegrity," the log builder said. 
"They don't even care so much 
what the issues are as long as the 
person takes a stand." 

"You're right," said the hotel 
manager. "I'd vote for him. You 
know, that guy will be the next 
prime minister." 


Elizabeth Rains: Last year you 
indicated you didn't know where 
the NDP was going. Do you know 
now? 

Robinson: Part of my decision to 
take the leadership involved trav- 
elling across the country to meet 
with as many people both inside 
the New Democratic Party and 
outside as possible and get some 
sense of where people wanted to 
see the party. I’ve been very en- 
couraged by the response. A sig- 
nificant majority of those of 
whom T've spoken with are say- 


ing we need a strong, progressive 
democratic socialist voice in this 
country. They're concerned that 
our message has been blurred. 
Rains: Your actions on logging 
got people'sbacksup within that 
segment of the labor movement. 
How would you accommodate 
the loggers in their fears about 
keeping their jobs? 

Robinson: A big part of it is to 
confront the myth that there is a 
choice to be made between jobs 
and the environment. Let's face 
it, people working in the forest 
industry for years have been well 
aware of the destructive logging 
practises of MacMillan Bloedel 
and the major forest companies 
in British Columbia. 


Forest unions 


If we needed any evidence 
about the absurdity of this divi- 
sion between jobs and the envi- 
ronment, just look at the east 
coast fishery. I don't wantto sug- 
gest that I haven't got to work to 
establish the confidence of the 
leaders of the forest unions. 

That involves increasing their 
understanding that the major 
concerns facing their member- 
ship arise not because of people 
seeking environmentally sustain- 


able forest but because of corpo- 
rate greed. 

Rains: How would you deal with 
the conservative elements in the 
NDP, the right of the left party? 
Robinson: Part ofitis being more 
open within the party to a range 
of views and not feeling threat- 
ened by dissenting views within 
the party, and understanding 
that there will be vigorous de- 
bate. Too often we tend to con- 
demn any voices that differ from 
the mainstream within the par- 
ty. 

Rains: But you're known for tak- 
ing definitive stands, the oppo- 
site of how Audrey McLaughlin 
was seen. In terms of your out- 
spokenness... 

Robinson: And I intend to con- 
tinue. Hopefully the members of 
the New Democratic Party see 
that as a strength. 

Rains: Then let's take a look at 
some specific issues. You have 
denounced the "post-NAFTA 
Americanization of Canada." 
What do you mean? 

Robinson: In a number of very 
important ways we're seeing the 
potential shredding of the social 
safety net in this country. We're 
seeing an assault on social pro- 
grams by the Ralph Klein and 


Frank McKenna (governments) * 


with workfare. We're seeing a 
major, major attack on medicare 
in this country, a combination 
of huge cuts in transfer payments 
to the provincial governments 
and a redefinition of what medi- 
care's all about. 

We've got Jean Chretien sug- 
gesting that medicare was really 
intended only for catastrophic 
illness and that maybe the feder- 
al role in medicare was only sup- 
posed to be temporary. So we are 
going to see a patchwork of so- 
cial programs including medi- 
care across this country, and the 
elimination of any national 
standards now in the Canada 
Assistance Plan. 


Thatisincredibly destructive. 
We're getting rid of the require- 
ment that basic needs be met, 
the requirement that workfare is 
not acceptable, that there has to 
be an appeal process, that there 
has to be a minimum level of 
social assistance. This is gone. 
This is gutted. This is finished. 
That's part of the NAFTA cheap 
labor strategy. Some of us warned 
at the time NAFTA was being 
debated that we were facing th*

Americanization of Canada. I'm 
talking about attacks on arts and 
cultural programs in this coun- 
try, and cuts to CBC program- 
ming. I'm talking about huge cuts 
in post-secondary education 
funding. 

Rains: But what can the NDP do? 
Since the days of the CCF there's 
been talk about how we need to 
protect the safety net and build a 
much stronger one, but we don't 
see the NDP moving up. And 
you've spoken against propor- 
tional representation that in Eu- 
rope allows socialist parties to 
get their agendas moving. 
Robinson. But we have elected 
New Democrat governments in 
this country without having pro- 
portional representation. 
Rains: We're talking about the 
federal level. 

Robinson: Idon'tthink we should 
tinker with the electoral system to 
achieve political power in Cana- 
da. What we have to do is to offer 
a clear alternative, and I'm very 
optimistic and hopeful about our 
future. There's a huge vacuum on 
the map of the political spectrum 
in this country. 


Party systems 


The Liberals have lurched so 
far to the right. They're being 
pushed constantly by the Nean- 
derthals in the Reform Party and 
that leaves significant opportu- 
nities for a party on the left in 
this country. On the other hand, 
the Conservative Party is toast. 
The more moderate Conserva- 
tives are very much at home with 
the Liberal Party, and the more 
right wing Conservatives have 
gone to the Reform Party. I think 
that we can in fact put forward a 
clear, progressive socialist alter- 
native in this country and do 
very well. We've got to get back 
our party status. 

Rains: That may not be so easy 
to do, given the divisions within 
the party. There are concerns that 
the NDP is not entirely demo- 
cratic and that its federal council 
hastoo much power. the council 
is apparently going to be cut in 
half but there will be a larger 
portion of labor representation. 
Should labor have more ofa voice 
in the NDP? 

Robinson: That's a tough ques- 
tion to answer because I've re- 
viewed the proposals but not in 
any detail. It's not something I 
can answer without looking at 
the proposals. 

Rains: Taking a stand one way or 
another could gain or lose votes, 
and now you're going toward 
leadership. I want to know if you 
will take a stand when you're 
confronted with issues, includ- 
ing this one. 

Robinson: I prefer to take a stand 
based on some knowledge. Obvi- 
ously when I've had an opportu- 
nity to review the proposals I'll 
take a stand on them, of course. 


At that, Robinson and I said good- 
bye. It was 11 p.m. in Toronto, 
where he had been up since 6 a.m., 
travelling from event to event to 
bolster the campaigns of four pro- 
vincial NDP candidates. He called 
the next morning wanting to add 
some comments about the proposed 
restructuring of the federal council: 


Robinson: As I said before, I'll 
nt to get some clarification as 


wan 
to what the objectives are before . 


restructuring. It's a major, major 
overhaul. But one immediate 
concern I have is I think there's 
asignificant weakness in the par- 
ty now. It's that we don't have 
nearly enough involvement of 
young people. The proposal, as I 
understand it, does reaffirm our 
commitment to gender parity, 
but that should be spelled out 
clearly. There is a major strength- 
ening of labor involvement and 
there may be a very good ration- 
ale for that. I want to talk to 
peopleboth from the labor move- 
ment and from the party, those 
who drafted this proposal. Pre- 
sumably they consulted with 
people as to what the objectives 
are. 


Political style 


I said I had heard he had been 
involved in the NDP since age 14. 
That led to a chat about the life- 
styles of politicians and the heavy 
campaigning he had been doing. 
Robinson said he is used to long, 
hectic days. 


Robinson: I've always been on 
the road. I've always seen an 
important part of my work to be 
outside Parliament, but it's go- 
ing to be particularly intense for 
the next few months. 

Rains: You have to look at the 
potential. If you make it as lead- 
er and you do rebuild the party, 
then there's the possibility that 
the NDP will get elected federal- 
ly, as a majority. You could be 
prime minister. That seems like 
the most awful job on Earth. The 
pressure is horrendous. You see 
people get in there and... 
Robinson: They age. 

Rains: They age 35 years in five. 
Robinson: But I love this job. I 
feel very privileged to be paid for 
speaking out for social and eco- 
nomicchange and attacking pov- 
erty and inequality. How many 
jobs are there in which you have 
that opportunity? 

Rains: You've said a lot of things 
that sound very good, but one 
problem a lot of people have with 
politicians is that they talk in 
generalities. Now how about 
some real specifics. If you were 
to become NDP leader, what 
wouldbe the first and the second 
initiatives you would take to re- 
build the party?

Robinson: I'd have to give some 
thought to that. (laugh) I don't 
want to give a glib answer. 
Rains: If you had a business, 
you'd have a business plan. Do 
you have a plan? 

Robinson: Part of this process of 
my leadership is to involve peo- 
plein drafting the business plan, 
to use your analogy. I'm not go- 
ing to give magic formulas for 
instand renewal and rebirth of 
the New Democrats. 

What I will do leading up to 
the leadership convention is to 
work with people both inside the 
party and out to create a vision 
both in terms of our policies, 
economic and social; equality; 
environment policies; and also 
in terms of renewal of the party 
itself. 

Within the first few days and 
weeks after my election as lead- 
er, should I be elected, I intend 
to be travelling across the coun- 
try from coast to coast on a ma- 
jor leadership tour, meeting with 
grassroots community groups 
and focussing on two or three 
issues. 

One obviously would be 
health care. As New Democrats 
wehaveto lead the national fight 
not only to strengthen health 
care and medicare but to look at 
alternative forms of delivery of 
health care — community health 
care, preventative health care. 


Young people 


Secondly, to see what we can 
do in concrete terms, not just 
vague generalities, what we can 
do to bring more young people 
into the heart of the party and 
who are actively involved across 
the country. Right now we've 
got a small number of very ded- 
icated and very energetic young 
people, but it's embarrasingly 
small. 

Iguessthe third thing I would 
want to look at is how do we 
ensure the election of å caucus 
that more reflects the diversity 
of our party and our country. 
Right now we have eight white 
men and one white woman in 
the caucus, which is the smallest 
proportion of women of any fed- 
eral party in the House of Com- 
mons. It's embarrassing. Even the 
Tories have gender parity. Å ma- 
jor objective is to do everything 
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I could as leader to ensure that at 
least half of our federal caucus 
after the next election is women 
and that it also reflects more 
broadly people of color, young 
People hopefully aboriginal peo- 
ple. 

Rains: Now, let's imagine that 
you make it all the way to the 
top. There you are, prime minis- 
ter Robinson. Now you get the 
opportunity to put in legislation. 
What are the first and second 
pieces of legislation you would 
push through that our country 
desperately needs? 

Robinson: The most fundamen- 
tal would be a comprehensive 
economic package that would 
ensure major tax reform, and a 
program that would address both 
redistribution of wealth and in- 
come in Canada to directly at- 
tack poverty. We've got- child 
poverty levels in Canada that are 
second only to the United States 
[among industrialized countries] 
and child poverty in B.C. has 
doubled over the last decade. But 
it's not just child poverty, be- 
cause poor kids live in poor fam- 
ilies. 


Setting targets 


My immediate objective is to 
pull together the finest minds in 
the country, the finest activists 
in the country, to listen to poor 
people themselves. So there are 
two major economic objectives, 
setting targets for full employ- 
ment and again, working with 
people to determine how we can 
achieve those targets, and sec- 
ondly [eliminating] poverty. 
Rains: This sounds like it's full 
steam ahead for socialism. 
Robinson: Absolutely. 

Rains: Does this include social- 
izing industries? 

Robinson: Clearly I think public 
ownership is an important tool, 
but in any democratic socialist 
economy there are many forms 
that can take. Maybe it's time to 
look at public ownership of the 
financial sector in this country. 
Rains: That was one of the early 
objectivesofthe NDPandthe CCF. 
Robinson: Yes. But before we do 
that let's ensure the Bank of Can- 
ada finally ends its destructive 
high interest rate policies and 
focus more on stimulating the 
economy to create jobs. e 
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Inner city agency continues search for new location

ince its inception in 1971, 

the message of the Boyle 
Street Community Cooperative 
Ltd. has been a simple one, ac- 
cording to Executive Director 
Hope Hunter. 

"What we're trying to do is 
say to people, ‘You have a role to 
play in the mainstream. You may 
not be working right now, but 
you have a role to play,' so we 
should have a presencethat says, 
'Downtown is the best place to 
bem 

The only problem at present 
isthat the Boyle Street Commu- 
nity Co-op is only temporarily 
downtown (currently at 96 
Street and 102 Avenue). Ever 
since they left their previous 
location, the old courthouse, 
which is now the site of Edmon- 
ton's proposed concert hall, 
those working for and wishing 
refuge at the Boyle Street Co-op 
have been without a place they 
can call home. 

For many of the inner city 
citizens who require assistance 
from the Co-op, the feeling of 
waywardness is nothing new. 
Eighty per cent of the people the 
Co-op helps look after are Native 
Indian. Some are from the far- 
thest regions of Alberta, some 
even from Saskatchewan. What 
they are searching for is a place 


where they don't have to en- 
counter the effects of anti-abo- 
riginal racism. 

The sad thing is that racism, 
or at least a sense of snobbery, 
might be one ofthe factors in the 
Co-op's inability to find a new 
permanent home. As Hunter puts 
it, "People want to protect their 


Boyle Street Coop before leardown. 
property values and have those 
people next door." Her goal was 
to see the Co-op centered at a 
downtown warehouse on 104 
Street. 

"It would have been a won- 
derful space," she says. "I was 
just really disheartened, because 
I assumed somebody who wants 
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to live in a loft downtown is kind 
of urbane and enlightened and 
enjoys diversity... but that's not 
who they are.” 

If you find it hard to believe 
that many places in Western 
Canada are, for Native Indians, 
the equivalent of the Southern 
United States for Afro-Americans, 
accounts of racism are startingly 
profound. 

“It happened recently that 
one of out staff members (a Na- 
tive Indian) was stopped for a 
speeding ticket. The police offic- 
er pulled her over and dida quick 
vehicle inspection and her sig- 
nal lights were out. 

“Eventually, she got some- 
thing like a total of five tickets 
written up and the officer looked 
at her and said, ‘You don’t have 
to worry, your welfare cheque 
will probably cover it," says 
Hunter. 


Other Stories 


There are other stories, too. 
Hunter explains, "Another one 
of our staff members just moved 
into a neighborhood where her 
children are the only Native In- 
dian kids there... and they're get- 
ting beaten up every day and 
night on the way home from 
school." 

One of the well-known prob- 
lems plaguing Native Americans, 
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Dave Thiele for Ward 6 


besides racism, are family prob- 
lems "Increasingly, we find peo- 
ple who are 20 years old who 
have grown up in the child wel. 
fare system, who are graduates of 
that system and have never had 
a sense of rootedness and family. 
If they do, they might have it in 
several (foster) famileis," Says 
Hunter. 


Anger and Violence 


Other problems, often a re. 
sult of this brake-down of family 
and culture, include: poor men 
tal health, addictons, anger, vio. 
lence, and criminalinvolvement 

Anyone who's a closet racist 
might hardly flinch over the 
last point. Aboriginal crimes 
run the gamut from shoplifting 
or jay-walking to rape or mur 
der, but when it comes to the 
more violent crimes, there can 
be some interesting stories be- 
hind them. 

"There was one young man 
who had come to the Co-op after 
being released out of the Edmon- 
ton max. He had murdered a man 
inhishome community..." Hunt- 
er tells “because the man had 
raped his five year old niece." 

For those with similar tales, 
the Boyle Street Community 
Cooperative has provided a sort 
of temporary sanctuary run by

Are they also hard to em- 
ploy?

n Edmonton, restaurants seem 

to open and close at the drop of 
a hat, constantly change man- 
agement or update their decor 
and menus. Piatti is one of the 
latest establishments to undergo 
one or all of the above. 

Located on the corner of 142 
Street and Stony Plain Road, the 
recently-renovated sandy exteri- 
or with its shiny polished brass 
doors used to house Steak and 
Ale, an old favorite. Except for 
the adjacent neighborhood pub, 
very little of the former haunt 
has weathered the change to Ital- 
ian cuisine. Piatti is also one of 
the latest restaurants to jump on 
the band wagon of food cooked 
in a wood burning oven. The 
rotisserie and oven use apple- 
wood to boost the food's flavor. 

Many wags have compared 
Piatti decor and menu to anoth- 
er well-known ultra-trendy Ital- 
ian establishment located down- 
town. Well there maybe certain 
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similarities, like the terra cotta 
tile floors, the pastel amber walls, 
exaggerated large wine decant- 
ers and the occassional drawf 
acrea palm tree, but there is only 
so much a designer can draw from 
to create a Mediterranean atmos- 
phere. 

Piatti also has a serene mural 
of an Italian mountain country- 
side, and the major statement in 
decor is the magestic curved 
mahgony staircase leading up to 
arooftop patio. Tucked away very 
quietly under the staircase is a 
matching round mahogany bar 
where patrons can sip their fa- 
vorite beverages, while chatting 
with a personable bartender. 

Piatti menu varies from fam- 
ilar traditional Italian dishes such 
as bruschetta, Ceasar salad, and 
spaghetti alla Bolgonese to more 
exotic creations like the rotis- 
siere roasted chicken. Not only 
does the chicken have its own 
entree served with garlic mashed 
potatoes or risotto, this bird 
shows up in sereval other dishes, 
including the pizza Piatti. 


Appetizers 


Twoantipasto appetizers were 
ordered while still pondering the 
remaining meal. The Gamberi al 
Vino was a more than ample dish 
with a large amount of succelent 
black tiger shrimp, quickly flam- 
bed and swiming in a light, 
creamy white wine sauce with 
diced fresh tomatoes and a faint 
touch of dill. The escargots offer- 
ingof Calzone Con Lumache fea- 
tured the delicate morsels with 
roasted garlicbutter, shallots and 
herbs. But there was too much of 
a pizza dough casing to appreci- 
ate the escargots. Normally, the 
taste of garlic and shallot lends a 


sweetness to a dish. In this case 
Dracula would have fled from 20 
paces. Fortunately, this was th: 

only flaw of the evening. 

Even though there is an a 
ceptable selection of salads, in 
cluding the house special pre- 
pared and tossed at your table 
they were skipped in favor oí 
saving room for dessert. For main 
entrees there are three headings; 
Piatti Forno E Rotisserie, Pasta 
and Pizza Al Forno, each of which 
has adequate choices available 

Pasta at Piatti is serious stuff 
This is where the menu reall; 
gets creative by offering 13 item: 
covering tastes from the timid to 
the avant garde. The Fettuccine 
Piatti contained plenty of tast; 
sea scallops on a bed of black 
noodles (courtesy of squid ink) 
The creamy sauce was a delicate 
basil pesto, brought to life by å 
generous sprinkling of red caviar 
that lend a gentle saltiness to the 
dish. Also selected from the "walk 
on the wild side" of pasta was the 
Fettucinni dell' Albicocca (apri 
cot pasta).Surprisingly, this dish 
was not as sweet as was atticipat- 
ed. The chopped hazelnuts gave 
it a crunch, but blended nicely 
with the taste of the applewood 
cooked rotisserie chicken, while 
the brandy cream sauce playe: 
up the apricot flavored noodles 

To complete the dinner, the 
Italian dessert, Tirami Su, was 
chosen.

The field of four men and 
four women were judged on 
material, originality, stage pres- 
ence, audience response, deliv- 
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ery, and overall impression. 
When the judges' scores were 
totalled, one comedian stood 
head and shoulders above the 
rest. 

Well, not exactly. Cam Tait is 
confined to a wheelchair due to 
cerebral palsy. 


"Sit-down" comedy 


Tait is a journalist eager to try 
what he refers to as “sit-down” 
comedy for a long time. 

"When I was eight years old, 
I would grab my pen and that 
would be my microphone. I 
would look in the mirror and tell 
myself jokes." 

Ken Valgaardson, emcee of 
Yuk-Yuk's amateur night, recalls 
Tait's first appearance atthe club 
last December. 

"I had read Cam’s newspaper 
articles and knew he was a tal- 
ented writer.

“My one main worry wasif he 
would be understood by the au- 
dience. He was determined to 
try, so we setup the microphone 
and let him test it out. I've had 
no worries since then." 

Tait feels more confident with 
each stage appearance, but ac- 
knowledges that there are hur- 
dles to negotiate every time he 
starts his routine. 

“I think the first minute is 
very important. I have to make 
that minute so dynamic or I'm 
going to lose my audience. That 
is the biggest challenge." 

Part of Tait's strategy to win- 
ning an audience is to make them 
aware that he is comfortable 
enough with his condition to 
make jokes about it.

"My brain is like Canada Post. It 
sends messages to the rest of the 


body, but has no idea where they 
are going or how iong they will 
take to get there." 

Valgaardson and another 
Yuk-Yuk's comedian, Rick Bron- 
son, have been pushing Tait to 
write materials about topics oth- 
er than cerebral palsy. Valgaard- 
son has seen Tait develop in this 
area, stating that Cam usually 
goesto Yuk-Yuk's each week with 
a list of about eight political is- 
sues for which he has written 
jokes. 

Tait deserves a lot of credit 
for what he has been able to 
accomplish through his use of 
humor. 

Says Valgaardson, "Cam has 
opened up a lot of doors, not 
only for other people with disa- 
bilities, but also for members of 
the audience. 

"They have learned you don't 
have to be afraid of people in 
wheelchairs." ®

CLOCKERS A tough and though- 
ful movie from Spike Lee about 
young drug dealers working the 
projects of the inner city, known 
on the street as clockers. Mekhi 
Phifer playsStrike, a clocker work- 
ing for Rodney (Delroy Lindo), a 
dealer with a lot of power in the 
neighborhood. When he orders 
Strike to pull a gangland style hit, 
Strike's brother Victor (Isaiah 
Washington), an upstanding fam- 
ily man, steps forward to take the 
blame. Harvey Keitel as homicide 
detective Rocco Klein refuses to 
let the murder become another 
statistic, and with his partner (John 
Turturro) continues to investigate. 
Clockers works on many different 
levels; it’s a chilling glimpse of life 
as a black teenager working the 
streets and its a good murder 
mystery as Keitel tries to put the 
pieces together and develops a 
unique relationship with Strike.

DANGEROUS MINDS Michelle

DEAD PRESIDENTS The Hughes 
Brothers (Menace Il Society) give 
us a taut story of a young black 
man facing the streets of the Bronx 
after his tour of duty in Vietnam. 
Larenz Tate plays Anthony Curtis, 
a bright 18-year-old who in 1968 
decides to enlist. Upon his return 
in ‘72, the hero's welcome he 
expected is missing: He's often 
criticized for taking partin a white 
man's war and the streets he 
called home have become harder 
and colder. Unable to care for his 
wife and two children, Anthony 
becomes involved in a one-shot 
caper with a couple of his buddies 
from ‘Nam to obtain some dead 
presidents — street slang for cash. 
Though only in their early 20s, 
Albert and Allen Hughes have 


captured the streets of the ‘70s 
and the scenes set in Vietnam 
may be some of the best put to 
film — many of the situations were 
taken from real-life stories told to 
the Hughes Brothers by veterans. 
You'll find it hard not to feel the 
pain and desperation of a young 
man forgotten by the streets and 
his country, thank to Tate's per- 
formance and a well-cast support- 
ing team. (VVV) 


DESPERADO Antonio Banderas 
oozes sexuality in his smoldering 
roleasa mariachi-playing gunslin- 
ger in search of a violent drug 
dealer who had his girlfriend mur- 
dered. This is high-octane action 
all the way from director Robert 
Rodriguez in his first big budget 
picture, a sequel to his 1992 low- 
budget film El Mariachi, made for 
less than $8,000.

MOONLIGHT AND VALENTINO 
Some good performances help 
pull this out of a melodramatic 
quagmire, but in the end the light 
doesn't shine in this sleepy story 
of four women and a house paint- 
er, played by Jon Bon Jovi. Eliza- 
beth Perkins stars as Rebecca, a 
young widow after her husband 
is struck by a car while jogging.

full view of the audience, and cast members 
mingle with the audience in between their 
scenes. Add to that a unique, apocalyptic-like 
“exposed! set designed by Melinda Sutton, and a 
no-seating arrangement that asks the audience 
to move with the characters to different scenes, 


and the play takes on a distinct voyeur 
like atmosphere. 

"In some ways, watching this 
play is a little like watching a car 
wreck," explains Kugler. 

“There's this real feeling that 
this car wreck has happened and 
you have to follow where the 
action is. We're really trying to 
create a feeling that you're inside 
this world and you're 

rubbernecking to see what's really 
happening just like you would in 
real life." 

Another unique aspect of the 

play is the involvement of 11 

Victoria School of Drama students 

in the production. As part of a new 

partnership between the school and 

Northern Light Theatre, the 
students will be in full costume, 
roaming through the audience as 
extras, holding lights on certain 
scenes, and helping create a 
realistic sound experience with 
strategically-placed boom boxes. 

The partnership program 

came about after last year's 

production of 2-2 Tango when 

Kugler and choreographer Lynda 
Adams began discussing her work at 
the school. After attending last year's gala 
event at the school at her urging and being 
extremely impressed by what the students had 
put together, Kugler recalls thinking "this is 
crazy, we're about five minutes from each other, 
why aren't we working together." 

Soon after, he passed on a copy of the script 
for Metastasis: Chain of Ruin to Tami Dowler- 
Coltman, the department head of Arts at 
Victoria School, and the relationship between 
the two began from there. 

The students’ involvement in the production 
of Metastasis is one of the first steps in the 
partnership which will see directors, actors, 


designers and playwrights step into the 
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to share their experiences. Although some of 
the students involved in the partnership may 
choose to pursue a career in theatre because of 
the experience, Kugler is confident that at the 
very least all of the students will become better 
audiences because of their involvement 

"I think we need better trained audiences, 
who have an understanding of whar's involved 
in a production, who know that an actor' job is 


about more than memorizing lines," he explains 


"Through this partnership, the students will 
get a chance to see what it's really all about.” 
With its unusual staging, and open voyeur- 
like feel, Metastasis: Chain of Ruin promises to 
offer both the students and the audience a 
unique theatre experience. Of course, the 
lessons learned from the experiences of the 
characters as they find themselves affected by a 
single, seemingly random event also promises to 
be enlightening 
As Kugler explains, what the play shows us 
is that in life we're all interconnected, and 
that every action we take has a ripple effect on 
the people around us 
Because our actions never take place in 
isolation, we have a real responsibility tc 
ourselves and to others. to think about the

The MuchMusic Video awards 
touted themselves in the open- 
ing credits as being "the most 
unrehearsed and most uninhib- 
ited video awards show on tele- 
vision," in the same breath that 
they announced they've lettheir 
esteemed celebrities, journalists 
“and other guests in "to eat and 
drink us into the poorhouse." 
There was a bar and a buffet in 
every room, but these didn't 
come close to the number of beta 
cams and television screens. 


Kinetic atmosphere 


If MuchMusic wanted to suc- 
cessfully break from the mould 
of awards shows that rent out 
Carnegie Hall for an evening of 
glitzy backdrops, laclustre per- 
formances and cue card reading, 
they passed the test. The atmos- 

~ phere was kinetic with possibili- 
ty, and the evening was actually 
fun. 

The build-up, itself, was an 
event for anyone who lingered 
long on Queen and John Streets. 
The CHUMCity Building's fa- 
mous parking lot (which features 
a truck perpetually bursting 
through the CHUM Building's 
side wall appeared for the two 
nights in a row with stage scaf- 
folding, spotlights and smoke 
machines going — cutting the 

“surreal figure of a concert with 
no performers and no audience 
— just techs and security. Mean- 
while, MuchMusic Video Awards 
was being painted in groovy Fill- 
more West-style characters across 
the sidewalk, and the logo was 
multiply projecting on the 
CHUM facade. 

When the main event broke, 
theexcitement was palpable. And 
if you were inside from 8 p.m. to 
midnight, you were in another 
world.

If you were hoping for anoth- 
er way to spend your 15 minutes 
of fame, this could have been it. 

Most of the crowd was right 
into it, some more than others. 
One of them brought juggling 
batons, another dressed like Pip- 
piLongstocking if she was a rave 
kid, another in full drag, includ- 
inga red kimono, foot-high plat- 
forms and coke cans for hair curl- 
ers, one woman in a dress that 
was see-though except for the 
built-in censor dots.

Lund, fresh from The Smalls' fate- 
ful appearance at Lee's Palace in 
Toronto with Change of Heart. 

The disappointment is still 
fresh. The Lee's gig wasintended 
to be the first of a series of East- 
ern Canada dates in support of 
COH meant to increase their pro- 
file in the eastern provinces. The 
first leg of the tour turned out to 
be the last when COH bassist 
John Boer walked on the group, 
and they promptly cancelled the 
tour. 

The Smalls — who've pretty 
much won the West have found 
East of Thunder Bay a tough row 
to hoe — ended up SOL in the 
heart of Upper Canada. This is 
what stiffer-collared sorts would 
likely call operating at a loss. 


In the hole 


"We're pretty in the hole for 
gas, actually. It's the business 
we've chosen, eh?" says Lund, 
turning philosophical.

They live 
in the same house and have done 
so together for much of their five 
years as a band, cohabiting eve- 
tywhere from Vancouver to Tab- 
er, Alberta. 

The Smalls did manage to put 
their time to some use while in 
Toronto, shooting a video for 
the song, “Never Be Ready," with 
Toronto director, Mark Valentin 
(Monster Voodoo Machine, Mun- 
dane). 

“We don’t really like videos 
very much,” says Lund, and not 
just because Much found the 
heroin-shooting scenes from 
Zone's “Payload” video too hot 
to handle.
